A most interesting Constitutional amendment has 
been introduced in Congress, which would permit the 
breaking of a deadlock between President and Congress 
by means other than impeachment of the Chief Executive 
and his removal from office. 
Under the proposed plan. Congress could, by a two- 
thirds vote, compel the President to take his choice between 
two lines of action — either to resign or to call a general 
national election (executive and congressional offices) 
within forty days. If he did neither, the office of president 
would automatically become vacant, and the Senate and 
House in joint session would elect a new president by 
majority vote. 
The author of this amendment is Representative 
Frederic R. Coudert, Republican, a brilliant New York 
lawyer Who has had an unusually distinguished career in 
public affairs. In considering the suggestion, it is just as 
well to bear in mind that it was evolved by a Congressman 
who is well experienced not only in the law but in politics 
and in public administration. 
A suspicion must remain, however, that Mr. Coudert 
was much more interested in bringing this whole problem 
out into the open where the American public may pass 
upon its various phases, than he was in getting his own 
particular remedy adopted. This suspicion is heightened 
by the fact that, despite its plausibility, there are certain 
serious weaknesses in Mr. Coudert’s scheme of which 
he probably is just as well aware as anyone else. 
This question of what is to be done when the han­ 
dling of national affairs is immobilized by a tug-of-war 
between the executive and legislative branches is one of 
very great importance and sensitiveness not only in our 
own constitutional arrangements, but in all other “free” 
governments— i. e., all “popular sovereignties." 
Two foreign examples occur at once—Great Britain 
and France. In England, these considerations probably 
have had more to do with the retention of royalty than 
have any other factors. The king is valuable in Great 
Britain because he gives continuity to the government. 
When, as happens from time to time, the Prime Minister 
and his Cabinet clash irretrievably with Parliament, the 
king is available to attempt to set up a new government 
which can harmonize the difficulties, or, if that proves 
impossible, to order a new general election. The most 
conspicuous instance of the success of this plan was when 
Chamberlain withdrew at the height of the crisis in World 
War ll, and was replaced with his extreme political oppo­ 
site, Churchill, all without interfering with the solidarity 
or progress of the British Empire. 
In France, where there is no king, and only an elected 
President, the fact that the legislative branch of govern­ 
ment can easily rid itself of the Premier and Cabinet has 
been a source of embarrassment and disunity rather than 
of strength. Not for years has there been any government 
which could withstand a crisis, and the knowledge of the 
administrations that they were constantly, so to speak,

T lie re 
have been m any adverse tw o-thirds votes on specific m at­ 
ters, mustered d uring the over-riding o f vetoes— but not 
one has ever seriously thought that these m ajorities c o u ld {p 
have been produced in an im peachm ent. 
W h a t all this boils dow n to is that, as a practical m a t­ 
ter, M r. C o u d ert’s proposal for a tw o thirds m ajo rity estab­ 
lishes a condition impossible of being m et, and therefore 
his plan w ould not rem edy the weakness w hich has pre­ 
vented the im peachm ent program outlined by the C o n sti­ 
tution fro m being successful. 
I his is true, despite the fact that M r. C o u d ert’s sug 
gestion does touch upon, and possibly offer a rem edy for, 
another grave weakness in the modus ofieranrli proposed 
in our C onstitution. 
I here is little doubt that the language used by the 
C o n stitution w ith reference to im peachm ents, “ treason, 
hriliery, or other high crim es or m isdem eanors,” has 
proven to lie u n fo rtu n ate, in that it has surrounded the 
whole process, especially .is invoked against a president, 
with connotations <d m oral disrepute and heinousness ot 
offense w hich do not appear to have been intended bv the 
authors of the passage in question — and certain ly do not
